The Japanese naval chiefs would 
very much like to know where the 
United States battle fleet is keeping 
itself, and what moves are in the mak- 
ing to counter their sporadic raids on 
a dozen far-separated islands and 
coastal bases. They would also very 
much like to draw United States war- 
ships into waters where submarines are 
lurking to destroy them. This explains 
why a few Japanese small craft ap- 
peared the other day off the Hawaiian 
islands and shelled two of them. The 
force was too small to attempt a land- 
ing, or even make a sustained attack. It 
staged only a “nuisance” raid, in hope 
of locating the fleet or trapping cruis- 
ers sent to ward off the attacks.

Last week motorists were told they 
cannot buy new automobile tires.

It is quite unjust, however, to blame 
the British admiralty for this audacious 
and tragic mistake. Such foolhardy tactics 
ate grossly contrary to Admiralty instruc- 
tions 

The Admiralty is one of the soundest 
fighting organizations in the world. But 
it is not humanly possible for even a high- 
ly capable and almost miraculously effi- 
cient body like the Admiralty to make 
itself responsible for the sudden insanity 
of a hitherto*capable officer. 

We can only write off the Prince of 
Wales as one of the tragic fortunes of war. 


Laxity Somewhere 


The revealed weakness of Singapore is 
a similar circumstance. 

There is no use belaboring the Churchill 
Government for the obvious stupidity of 
some of its agents. Mr. Churchill ordered 
Singapore made impregnable. As a civil- 
jan, he could only leave the interpretation 
of that order to military experts. If 
heaven has not blessed Mr. Churchill with 
military experts of normal intelligence, 
there is not much he can do about it. 

It is his job to wage the war with the 
materia] he has at hand. 

The fact that occasional bits of this 
material have been revealed as pretty 
shoddy stuff can not be laid against him. 
It is sheer bad luck. We have simply not 
produced a great general or a great strate- 
gist in this war. Even the best of our men, 
that is to say, those in combatant service, 
have been unfortunate. 

Reasonably or unreasonably, however, 
the public. particularly in war time, de- 
mands leaders who possess luck as weil 
as ability. 

Strategy 

Nevertheless, the loss of our battleships 
and the weakness of Singapore are fac- 
that need to be considered rather 
than bewailed. 

The first thing necessary to recoup our 
losses and fortify our weaknesses is a 
| Tapid change in strategy to meet the new 
| situation. Our success in the Pacific will 
depend almost entirely upon the elasticity 
of mind with which we can do this. 

If our generals and our tacticians cling 
stubbornly to traditional methods and to 
precedent, our tradition-free and unpre- 
cedented enemies are going to make it hot 
for us. 

If, however, we can meet and under- 
stand the new conditions of warfare, we 
will gain the ascendancy. 

With all the tremendous reserve of 
manpower in China, there is no reason on 
earth for us to lose the Pacific war. In fact 
the cards are all stacked against the Jap- 
anese. It is difficult to see how Japan can 
ultimately escape destruction. 

But our victory depends entirely upon 
our strategists and upon the intelligence of 
those in immediate authority. 

The sooner the kind of men who bun- 
gled the defenses of Singapore and threw 
away the Prince of Wales are weeded out 
of the services, the sooner will the tide of 
war begin to turn, 


Consolidation 


One strategical change is already being 
considered. 

As the Japanese on the Malayan penin- 
| Sula intensify their pressure against Sing- 
| apore, the question of whether the British 
and the Americans can reinforce the Phil- 
| ippines and Malaya in time to hold both 
| places becomes increasingly debatable. 
|

Due to Japan's present naval and aerial 
superiority in the South China Sea area, it 
is possible that the allied forces may 

| shortly be compelled to concentrate their 
| entire defense forces around their most 
vital Far Eastern bastion—in other words, 
to choose between the maintenance of 
Singapore or the Philippines.

With this record of successful treachery 
to their discredit, it can be confidently seid 
that the Japs did not need to look to Hitler 
or any other Axis scoundrel for inspira-

But as has already been said, it is 
only quite possible but highly probat 
that Nazi agents in the Far East co-op« 
ated in working out the wide-sweeping 
plan for an air blitzkrieg in an area cover- 
ing thousands of square miles. There their 
experience in air warfare and the organiz- 
ing ability of the Nazis could powerfully 
second Japanese deviltry.

OTTAWA.—As a newspaperman re- 
marked when we came away from the 
first press conference held by the new 
minister of justice, Louis S. St. Laurent 
can probably look after himself. We had 
been talking with Mr. St. Laurent about 
the fact that he has never been in politics 
and that he was a green parliamentarian. 
One newsman concluded that no one need 
to worry about that, and said as much as 
the reporters were leaving. The remark 
revealed how the minister struck one ob- 
server, and it can be predicted with confi- 
derice that that is the way Mr. St. Laurent 
is going to strike the public, to whom he 
‘is yet largely unknown, 

Mr. St. Laurent had been minister of 
justice only a few hours and as he was 
leaving for Quebec, he sent word over 
that he would receive the press if they 
cared to come. He is not massive in size 
like his predecessor, Ernest Lapointe. He 
is an intellectual, a man whose luminous 
eyes burn with spirit. He is a learned 
lawyet and if he is not well known in 
the rest of Canada, everyone in Quebec 
knows of him. His name was not men- 
tioned, except in the French papers, as a 
possible successor to Mr. Lapointe, so I

| minister of justice had been opened up to

Because of the shortage of matches in 
Britain, millions of people there will soon 
be lighting their cigarettes and pipes with 
a standard lighter made of plastic 
material. 

The invention of Diana Berry, a 2l- 
year-old land-girl, the design has been 
approved by Britain's Tobacco Controller, 
Board of Trade and the British Standards 
Institute. It will cost the public about 
6s 6d, and manufacturers are prepared 
to make 4,000,000 for a start. 

The use of plastics for the new lighter 
—only the flint wheel is of metal—pro- 
vides another example of the value of 
these materials at a time when metals of 
al] kinds are rare. Made from raw ma- 
terials of which there are unlimited sup- 
plies in Britain, plastics are being used in

Cruiser Hood

H.M.S. Hood lives on. 

Aiding the Queen's Canad- 
jan Fund for Air Raid ‘’ictims, 
an authentic scale model of the 
great British battle cruiser 
sunk by an “unlucky hit” from 
the German battleship Bis- 
marck, is at present touring 
Canada from coast to coast, to- 
gether with an exhibition of 
British war relics. 

The model ship was first 
displayed at the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition in Toronto. 

Built to scale of one-tenth 
of an inch to the foot, the 
model is 86's inches over-all 
in length. Over three and a 
half years were spent by Lieut, 
Col. E. A. Wiggs, Petawawa 
Camp, Calgary, in making the 
model and with the exception 
of all stanchions, anchors and 


propellors, only scrap wood 
and metal were used. 
The grey paint used was 


taken from that used to re- 
paint the Empress of Britain, 
also sunk, when she was con- 
verted into a troop ship at 
Quebec in the autumn of 1939.

These men will be primarily 
diagnosticians They wil] X-ray, ex- 
amine and check, But their purpose 
wil] not be punitive.

This is the point: As long as a 
irm or industry can live under the 
retail price ceiling the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board does not 
need to be concerned with costs or 
with how the ‘‘squeeze” is met 


MAY SUGGEST ECONOMIES 


But the moment an industry says | 


it can’t meet the “squeeze,” the 
Board has the right to find out why 
It may send in trained men to go 
Over cost records. It may question 
methods, suggest economies and 
institute changes to cut out waste 
and “frills.” 

In charge of this work for the 
board is A, Maxwell Henderson, 
C-A., of Toronto. He is Adminis- 
trator of Accounting and assistant 
to the chairman, Donald Gordon. 

As chief of the accounting ad- 
ministration, he will work in 
close touch with the various ad- 
ministrators and with the prices 
and supplies representatives in 
the regional offices across Can- 
ada. 

Men will be sent on flying ex- 
cursions into the field when the 
board or administrators seek the 
absolute low-down on a cost condi- 
tion. Entering a business with full 
power, they will see the boOks, ex- 
amine the costs, look over the sys- 
tem and report where an inef- 


ficiency or other cause is tending |

The earlier such economies are 
made, so the board emphasized in 
|its statement of policy, the better

“The elimination of frills in busi- 
jness,” said Mr. Henderson, “has be- 
jcome a science in its own right. 
We have been a little casual about 
it under our war time economy in 
Canada but now it will be necess- 
ary to take it seriously. And the 
board's team of management Con- 
sultants and industria] engineers 
will be prepared to give advice 
when management has failed to put 
into effect its own remedy. 


“We will look at the costs of a 
product and suggest where 
‘water’ in processing or selling 
may be squeezed out without 
hurt to the product. Our prime 
aim wiil be to find meang where- 
by the businessman may cut his 
coat according to the times. 
| “We are not setting up as bene- 
| volent business doctors or seeking 
|to thrust advice on any one. As 
long as business lives under the 
ceiling we don’t care what ribbons 
it hangs on itself. The onus is on 
business to come to us in a diffi- 
culty, Then we'll be glad to make 
a research, glad to seek a solution, 
|glad to arbitrate. Where a trade 
practice is out of line and is a 
threat to the ceiling, it will have to 
gO. 

AID BUSINESS 

“We seek to be an aid to busi- 
ness, not to disrupt. We've got to 
be practical. Take packaging gen- 
erally, for example, not in any par- 
ticular instance. Much saving might 
|no doubt be made there. But many 
businesses have expensive packag- 
jing machinery, This cannot be 
| changed easily. 

“Under price control, business 
must set its house in order. It must 
| negotiate with the administrators of 
|the board. And I should like to em- 
| phasize this: no one knows when 
jhe is going to have to meet us. All 
| may be going well now, but he can- 
| not know that six months hence he 
won't be in a jam. Therefore, he 
should keep track of his costs. He 
should have his books and records 
clear cut and above board 

“A year hence, when everyone 
looks back, J think it will be 
clear that our role has not been 
one of coercing business men so 
much as of helping them t help 
themselves. 

“That's why we are seeking to 
bring good men in from business to 
| work for us. It is in the last analy- 
sis to help business. As a widen ir 
| experience it will be invaluable for 
the specialist accountant and the 
)/industria! engineer. The last result 
should be invaluable for Canadian 
business.”

“Ceiling Prices” Must Be Maintained 


This is an appeal to the women of Canada. There is 
one vital part of our war effort which depends on you. 

Your government has placed a “ceiling” on retail 
prices. You are the buyers of four out of every five dollars 
worth of all the goods sold in this country. Your whole- 
hearted help is needed in this price control plan. If every 
woman does her part, it cannot fail. 


Its success will be a big step on the road to victory. 
Its failure would be a serious blow to our war effort. 
You can tip the balance towards success. 

Will you, then, undertake to make the successful 
control of commodity prices an established fact? We 
know you will. And we know that when you undertake 
this task it is as good as done. 


This is the work you are asked to do 


1. Make a list of commodities 

We want you to sit down today and make a list of the 
things you buy from week to week and from month to month. 
Write down food and clothing items in particular, because 
these account for the biggest share of your expenditures. But 
we want you to list those articles you buy at the drug store, 
hardware store, and other stores, too. 


2. Make notes about quality 

Now go over your list again and mark down the neces- 
sary details about quality, type, grade and size. Then when 
making future purchases you will be able to compare values 
as well as prices. 


Prices May be Different in Different Stores 


There has always been a difference in prices in different 
stores—even stores in the same locality. This may depend on the 
kind of service the store gives, or the way it operates. Some 
stores, for instance, have delivery service, give credit, or provide 
other extra services. 


Under the new Price Ceiling Order there will still be differ- 


ences in prices at different stores. The new price regulations 
will not do away with competition. The highest prices in any 
particular store must not be higher than the highest prices in 
force in that store during the period September 15 to October 11. 
They may be a little lower or a little higher than the prices in 
other stores. 


The prices you will mark down will be the highest prices 
charged at the stores where you shop.

fo ensure the success of this price control plan, every 
woman in Canada should make a list. Retailers are showing a 
splendid spirit of co-operation. The great majority of them are 
determined to make this plan work, but if you do not co- 
operate the whole plan might fail — prices might start to 
skyrocket. So keep your list handy. Check the prices you pay 


against it, 


3. Write down prices 

After each item we want you to write down, if you can, 
the highest price charged at your store during the period Sep- 
tember 15 to October 1, 1941. If you cannot remember the prices 
charged during that period, fill in your list with today’s prices. 
Our survey shows that retailers, with few exceptions, are 
keeping prices well within the ‘‘ceiling”’ levels. As exceptions 
arc ee discovered they are being quickly brought into line. 


4. Keep this list—use it when you buy! 

Make up this price list neatly and accurately. You will 
not be able to get all the items at once. Keep adding to your 
list from day to day. Make it your permanent check list— 
your personal safeguard against any ioe rise in prices. 


A Few Points to Remember 


The ceiling price is not necessarily the price you paid. 
It is the highest price at which the store sold the particular item 
between September 15 and October 11. 


2. A merchant may reduce his prices for sales or other 
reasons—he may also raise them provided they do not go above 
the ceiling price. 

3. Variations in seasonal prices on fresh fruits and vege- 


tables are permitted, Rulings on seasonal markets will be an 
nounced from time to time by the Wartime Prices and Trade 


Board in newspapers and over the radio. 


4. Fill out your price list without bothering your merchant. 
In many cases he is making a financial sacrifice to sell under the 
price ceiling. The war has left him short staffed and the Christ-
